But among the coins I sent you there were two of Palestinian 
origin that I did not find awong the returned. I had in an in- 
complete manner placed thew and thought by sending thew to you 
you night be able to name the Procurator under whom they were 
coined.George Adam Smith in his first voluwe on "Jerusalem", p. 

419 deseribes them as follows: "2. Bronze Coin (Quadrans?) of a 
Roman Procurator under Augustus. An ear of wheat with the legend 
KATCAROC; a palmw-tree with two vunches of dates; the date,stamped 
on either side of the stew of the palw, is illegible, but the wheat 
ear is the same as that on coins of the Procurator Coponius, dated. 
8 A.D. Macdonald, ii1.292, No.1; cf. Maddeh (ed.1909), 174." I am 
guite sure as to the date-palm and the size of the coin and con- 
gratulated myself on having a coin that circulated in Palestine at 
that early date. 

Now the intrinsic value of the coins may be very small but the 
sentimental value is very great. To think of having a coin that 
passed from hand to hand in Palestine during the years that Jesus, 
the Christ, was on earth and that possibly it passed through His 
hands, - it is enough to give pleasurable ewotions. Would you have 
the pleasure to institute a search for them, they may have been 
misplaced, and return thew to we? fihere so many coins are handled 
such a misplacement may occur. But I would surely like to have the 
coins. 1] am sorry to cause you the trouble of a search but put 
yourself in my place. I have been as proud of those two coins as I]
